Bells Shipped From 

London to New York 

Large Carillon For Church Weighs 
Nearly Ten Tons 

A large carillon of bells was recent; 
ly shipped from London for Park 
Avenue Bap. 1st Church, New York, 
weighing 9 1 1 tons. Such an unusual 
shipment necessitated special trans- , 
1 port arrangements. Permission had 
to be obtained from the authorities to 
convey the biggest bell through the 
streets, as owing to its size It contra¬ 
vened traffic regulations. The bells 
were taken from the foundry by lorry 
to the Thames, where they were trans¬ 
ferred to lighters and towed to the 
ship’s side in King George V. dock. 
There a big floating crane was run 
alongside and the bells hoisted into 
one of the Albania’s holds, where they 
were secured on a heavy wooden stag 
lng. Scores of bundles of rags were 
then packed lightly round them. The 
structural gear for these bells weighs 
another 10 tons.

“An an nmptre, wo moan a great deal 
to tho world, standing as wo do for cul¬ 
ture, progress and Justice*, but unless 
our people keep together and know 
one* another they cannot give tholr 
greatest service to' tho world.” 

This was tho sentiment expressed 
by Mrs. Ord Marshall. C.B.K., In an 
Interview, when fiho discussed tho 
Alms of tho Lcaguo of Empire of Great 
Britain, an organization which she 
has sorved as honorary socretnry for 
24 years. Mrs. Marshall Is spending 
a fow days ;n Toronto, having accom¬ 
panied a group of CO English tench- 
ers on a trip to Canada. 

In reference to tho exchange of 
teachers, Mrs. Marshall spoke of 
tlie favorable impression made by 
Canadians In England. "They adapt 
themselves in a very remarkable 
way," alio said, "and seem so de¬ 
sirous of gottlng all tho benefit they 
can. Tholr work Is excellent, and 
they have such a sense of responslhlt- 
Hy. They aro very popular, and make 
friends easily with both our principals 
and teachers." 


Making Tannla Salle le a Slow 
Particular Process 
The tennis ball of todAy Is a scien¬ 
tific production, tho stltclilete cover 
requiring 10 years to perfect It. A 
tennis ball has not only to pass tests 
of weight and size, but a bounce test 
as well'. Dropped from a height of 
100 Inches on to a concrete platform, 
and at a specified temperature, It 
must not rebound more than 60 or less 
than 50 Inches. The rubber core of 
a tennis ball Is made in moulds In two 
separate halves, and then has to be 
vulcanised, or "cured," to a point of 
accuracy which, measured by time. Is 
but a second. The two halves are 
Joined during the vulcanising process. 
The next step Is the inflation, an oper¬ 
ation demanding great skill. It Is 
dona through a "needle hole.” which Is 
sealed when the exact degree of in 
flatlon has been attained. There’s 
tho rubber core complete! Tho cov¬ 
er of a stitched ball Is. of course, put 
on llko a glove, and then sewn. No 
secret about that! 


Deep Sea Scientists Discover Marvel* 
On Ocean's B«d 

As mors and more of tho remark- 
ablo finds of the An turns party of 
deep sea scientists are made public. 
Jules Verne becomes more and more 
of a tyro. 

The Arcturus arrived at this port 
with I)r. William lleebe on the 
bridge, and straightway there were 
tales of surpassing marvels dredged 
up from tho bed of tho ocean. 

Not tho least of these was a fish 
which carries a transparent plate 
over its stomach. The spectator, 
looking through the plate, can see 
tho workings of all the vital* of the 
strange bit of life. 

Tho cxpeJltlon brought back Inter¬ 
esting data about the 930 foot wntor- 
•fatl of what was once tho Hudson 
River, 100 miles out of Now York. 

This waterfall has been known to 
scientists for a long while, but the 
Beebe expedition lias established 
that the sex life there contains many 
hitherto unknown specimens. 

Fish with complete lighting systems 
of their own, developed to make It 
possible for them to live in the dark¬ 
ness below the waves, were among the 
valuable finds. 

Concerning the Hudson waterfall. 
Dr. Beebe said: 

"The old river bed Is plainly mark¬ 
ed on the ocean bottom. The cliff 
over which It fell now exists and shows 
a fall of 930 feet, greater than any riv¬ 
er waterfall on earth. We dredged 
about the foot of the cliff within 100 
miles of the City Hall and found a 
rich deep sea life." 

Several brightly lighted fish were 
hauled up to the surface. Indicating 
that a white light district exists at 
the mouth of the Hudson. Fish that 
are thought to belong to hitherto un¬ 
discovered species wore dredged from 
the bottom of the extinct waterfall. 
Asked what was the most remarkable 
thing they nad caught in the whole 
trip. Dr. Beebe said: "Wo found many 
surprising things but the last one to 
bo found always struck us as the most 
remarkable.” 


S4ys Ease of Present Day Living 

Lends to Moral and Physical 
Degeneration 

An eminent New York preacher re¬ 
cently charged that "the ease of pres¬ 
ent day living is responsible for phy¬ 
sical nmj moral degeneration in man 
kind"; and there is probably some¬ 
thing In the diagnosis. To the extent 
that men and women aro enabled to 
live without strenuous effort they are 
likely to lose In stamina and fibre. 
But have wo reached that stage? 
Rev. O. T. Gilmore snvs we have. Our 
fathers were mighty nnd rugged, he 
argues, because "they were up against 
forces that made for strength, that 
continually refined and tempered their 
metal " Ho continued: 

"We know almost nothing of such 
hardships, and our softness Is abso¬ 
lutely tragic. Tho factors that made 
for charade- with our fathers aro al¬ 
most all gone from our lives. And it 
Is telling on us. Wo have too many 
peevish, complaining, touch-me-not, 
give-mo-an-easy-Job, flabby weaklings. 
They want every control off so that 
the sky may be the limit for free ex¬ 
pression of every desire, regardless of 
results—Just so they are not interfer¬ 
ed with. And strength of character 
is conspicuously absent." 

This is a strong Indictment, and 
much evidence could bo adduced In 
support of it. But it 19 too sweeping. 
It has its application almost wholly 
to sons of tho rich, aud not even to* 
all of them. In the place of the 
hardships which nature and unavoid¬ 
able limitations cast upon our grand¬ 
fathers, and in some degreo also on 
our fathers, wo have the incentive to 
effort which comes from competition. 
There aro more and richer prizes to be 
won today >han fifty years ago, or 
even twenty-five years ngo, and they 
will all go to the young men who work 
for them. In that struggle there Is 
the appeal io both physical and moral 
courage which tends very largely to 
keep up the strength of the race.—Tho 
Ottawa Journal.

Canada needs to bo better known, at 
homo as well as abroad, and our own 
people can do much to place her ad 
vantages and opportunities before the 
world.

Tip is derived from an ancient word 
which meant to touch lightly. So it 
conveyed tlie idea of security, and in 
time became applied to the little pri¬ 
vate present which we call now a tip. 
Practically the same tense is under¬ 
stood in the "tip” of the racecourse, 
the essence of which is that it is at 
least supposed to be given secretly. 
The popular explanation is, however, 
far different, and the story has been 
told of the hotel box marked “To In¬ 
sure Promptness,” the contents ol 
which was regularly shared out 
amongst the •employees. This word¬ 
ing. tho story runs. In time, became 
shortened to tlie initial;*, and finally 
to tlie now word of tip. Ingenious 
though this explanation Is, the less 
interesting origin from tho ancient 
word for touching lightly and secret¬ 
ly is in all probability the correct one. 


Was First Introduced in England 100 
Years Ago

Ship Horses To Europe 
A policy, designed to open up new 
markets for Canadian horse breeders, 
has been inaugurated by tho Dominion 
department of agriculture. Tho de¬ 
partment has collected 80 head of 
horses, and will ship them to Europe, 
where there is a good market, accord¬ 
ing to present reports. All charges 
will bo paid by the department; rec¬ 
ords will be kept, and when the 
horses have been sold it will be known 
exactly what profit, if any, was made.
